The directors at first hoped that it would 
have been possible to retain in their entirety 
those of the banking halls of Soane, which, 
lying comformably with the outer wall, would 
have fitted the new plan. But prolonged 
study of the probiem in all its bearings demon- 
strated that their protection and support dar- 
ing the underpinning and deep building opera- 
tions around them, in proximity to the heavy 
traffic of the street and the vibration of the

Sturgeor made the first electromagnet with 
a rod of iron half in inch in diameter and a 
foot long, which was bent ir the form of a 
horse-shoe and was wound over, spiral 
fashion, with 18 turns of: bare copper wire. 
When the current from a single voltaic cell 
was sent through this wire the iron could 
sustain a weight of 9lb. Sturgeon presented 


to the Society of Arts in May, 1825, and the 
Society gave him tn return a silver medal and 
a premium of 30 guineas. 

The original electromagnet has beer lest, 
hut Professor Fleming showed a replica waich 
he hae made and explained the improvements 
afterwards »nade in -it by Joseph Henry in 
the United States, and James Prescot Joule, 
a Manchester engineer, with whom Sturgeon 
was associated while acting as Superintea- 
dent of the Royal Victoria Gallery of Science 
at Manchester.

THE LIGHTING OF 
BLACKROCK. 


—— 


The Blackrock Urban Council had before 
them at their meeting last evening a letter 
from the Kingstown Electricity Committee 
stating that they were prepared to supply 
electricity for lighting, heating and power in 
bulk to the township of Blackrock, and work 
and maintain the distribution system on the 
same terms to the consumers in Blackrock as 
in Kingstown.

The water supply for the township is now 
costing £514 a quarter, which is an increase 
of nearly £200, or a year, compared 
with some months ago.

painted during living memory. No value de 
pendent on visibie texture and craftsmanship 
will, therefore, be lost by a faithí.. recon- 
struction. 

But against the sentimental loss involved 
in the reconstruction of these Soane halls 
must be set these two gains. They will be 
built in reinforced concrete, a material inde- 
structible in itself and homogeneous and inter- } 
fused with the surrounding structure. While 
one must regret that Soane’s ingenious 
methods of building—his tile-bottle vaulted 
construction in the Roman manner, for 
instance—cannot be preserved, one may 
perhaps he allowed to think that he himself 
would have welcomed the modern invention of 
reinforced concrete, as being especially suited 
to the light domical construction which he 
used with such skill at the Bank. And 
secondly, these halls, built by Soane as 
separate closed rooms—to his regret, no 
doubt, if we may judge by some of his 
sketches at the Soane Museum—have in the 
new building been planned axially in open 
sequence'so that their vaults and caryatid- 
supported domes will be seen to full advan 
tage down the long vistas of the new banking 
halls. 

Next perhaps to the outside walls, Loth- 
bury Court, with its colonnades and great 
arches leading to the Bullion Court, is best 
known to the public. Its chief feature it has 
fortunately been found possible to incorporate, 
with some inevitable modifications, in the 
new plan, and it will continue to function as 
of old as a driving way to the Treasury and 
its vaults 

In the centre of the new plan a large open 
court will carry on the use and sentiment of 
the existing Garden Court, which more 
than any other feature gives distinction to 
the Bank of England amongst the buildings 
of London and other cities. 

In the external aspect the public from the 
surrounding streets will see, rising some SOft. 
bevond the existing wall and the top-lit bank- 
ins halls which it screens, the high fagades 
of the new building. As their ccrnice height 
is not more than that which would be per- 
mitted under the building regulations if the 
new building rose, as it might have done, 
sheer from the pavement itself, the light and 
air enjoyed by the street and opposite build- 
ings will not be materially interfered with. 

On three fronts projecting columned porti- 
cos, where they will not interfere with the 
lighting of the ground floor and where the 
rcoms they screen are necessary for the prac- 
tical requirements of the buildings, have been 
designed to connect the old lower outer wall 
and the new high inner {2¢ade. These por- 
ti are necessary in the architectural com- 
osition for their value in contrasting the 
yorizontal and vertical planes of the long 
masses of the facade. Their necessity is the 
greater because of the narrowness of the 
surrounding streets, from many places of 
which so little of the higher builaing will be 
seen that these projections will form the only 
visible link between the two planes of the 
building. But their higher value lies in the 
expression they convey of the sense of unity 
befitting a great building.

The offer of his blood for transfusion in 
more than seventy cases at the London 
Hospital in little over five years, and 
actual supply of blood in forty or fifty 
of the cases, constitute the “ meritorious 
services” that have been recognised in 
the reward of the medal of the Civil Divi- 
sion of the Order-of the British Empire to 
Mr. B. W. Tibble. “ For public services 
in saving life” was the formal descrip- 
tion given in the announcement of the 
award in the King’s Birthday Honours 
List. 

Mr. Tibble’s surrender of blood has been 
equivalent to the complete blood supply of 
five or six persons. 

When seen yesterday by a Press repre- 
sentative, a bandage and a suggestion of 
iodine on his right arm prompted a ques- 
tion, to which Mr. Tibble replied that he 
had just attended his fifty-first transfu- 
sion. Despite the fact that he had just 
lost a pint of blood, Mr. Tibble, who is a 
slight spare-built man, was following his 
usual occupation @nd seemed little the 
worse. “ About five and a quarter years 
ago,” he explained, “I was outside the 
London Hospital when a child met with a 
serious accident. I helped to carry him 
into the hospital, and there the surgeon 
said that his life could not be saved unless 
someone gave his blood. I offered, and 
was accepted. About six months later the 
hospital asked me again, and I gave 
blood: and from that I have become a 
sort of recognised source of supply. 

“My blood is particularly suitable for 
men. women or children; and as I do not 
suffer from nerves, and do not smoke or 
drink, T suppose I am particularly suit- 
able. Im any case, I do not like to refuse ; 
and, in fact, I am only too glad to do what 
I can to help.” 


HOSPITAL’S RECOGNITION. 


Lord Knutsford, as Chairman of the 
Governors of the London Hospital, in pre- 


‘piding at the quarterly meeting of the 


3overnors yesterday, said that the Com- 
mittee would like to report the action of 
Mr. B. W. Tibble, who held himself in 
readiness at any time to go to the hospital 
and give blood for the saving of the life 
of some patient.

& IRISH PEACE. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY’S

FORGETTING OF OLD

Allusions to the relations of North and 
South in Ireland were made by the new 
Moderator, the Rev. Dr. Haslett, of Bally- 
mena, in his address at the opening 
session of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland, at Belfast 
last night.

“The report of the Boundary Commission is 
still on the lap of fate. Regarding it I need 
only say we do all hope and pray that it may 
not be of such a character, when it appears, 
as might gravely imperil the peace of the 
country—a peace which is sweet to our taste, 
the more sweet after the bitterness of a time 
that is not yet remote. (Applause.) It is 
scarcely for me to try to apportion the credit 
that is due in the final result for the re- 
establishing of law and order in the land. 
The main matter is the result that has been 
achieved, and that now, North and South, 
there is peace. (Applause.) 


AGREE TO DIFFER. 


‘*The forgetting of old feuds does not neces- 
sarily mean any change of view in regard to 
the things in connection with which they 
arose. rere is, however, I feel sure, a deep 
and sincere desire among us that in so far as 
we may not be in agreement with another 
large section of the community in regard to 
the government of the land we all love, it 
may be possible for them and us to agree to 
differ, and that it should be left to time to 
work such change of mind, if any, as it may 
work by the things it will reveal and show.”

INFLUENZA 


FREQUENTLY LEADS TO 
HEART TROUBLE. 


Speaking at the Congress of American doctors 
at Wigmore Hall, London, yesterday, Dr. 
Strickland Goodall, of the Heart Hospital, 
described the serious after-effects of influenza. 
Even the mildest attacks, he said, had fre- 
quently caused heart trouble. | 

He quoted the case of a well-known 
diplomat who had a mild attack of influenza, 
recovered from it, and was then stricken down 
by heart attacks. They went from had to 
worse, and in the end he almost died. 

“The influenza virus,”’ said Dr. Goodall, 
“does not always affect the same part of the 
heart. In fact, even whén the trouble has 
started it sometimes shifts to another part. 

The virus was a muscle poison which might 
affect any part of the heart, causing heart 
block, fibrination or flutter. Why was it 
that people who had mild attacks of influenza 
and got well afterwards “let the doctor 
down’ by severe myo cardiac symptoms’ 
These people had gastro-intestinal infection, 
very often stomach trouble, and that was 
what the doctor treated them for. The 
trouble then quietened down and was over in 
about six days. But it took seven to ten or 
twelve days for the myo cardiac symptoms 
to appear.

BARRICADED ROADS & 
SEARCHES IN SOFIA 


From ' Tar Trmes '” CORRESPONDENT, 
SOFIA, Tuesday. 

All day long Sofia has been like a city 
of the dead. Few, if any, civilians are 
to be seen in the streets. At every corner 
one or two policemen keep watch in order 
to prevent persons from leaving, or even 
standing outside, their houses. Small 
groups of civilian volunteers carrying 
rifles and wearing white arm bands, patrol 
the main. thorough fares. 

All round the town a cordon of troops 
has been drawn since the early hours of 
the morning. The roads are barricaded, 
and cavalry are stationed at intervals 
across the fields between the roads leading 
out of Sofia. The express railway trains 
are allowed to run, but none is leaving 
Sofia, while travellers on incoming trains 
are subjected to severe examination at the 
station before being allowed to proceed to 
their homes. 


HOUSE-TO-HOUSE SEARCHES. 


The town has been divided into several 
areas for purposes of a house-to-house 
search, and bands of detectives and police- 
men are visiting all private residences, 
hotels and boarding-houses, requiring all 
the occupants to produce their identity 
cards, and those who fail to produce 
them are arrested. The whole affair ‘is 
being carried out most effectively, and was 
evidently carefully prepared and planned. 

The reasons for this search appear to be 
two-fold—first, because the authorities 
believe that several Communists involved 
in the Cathedral conspiracy, notably Peter 
Abadiieff, and Stanke Dimitroff, who 
are still at large, are stil] in Sofia. 
Besides there are other wanted Com- 
munists who have hitherto been in the 


P provinces, but, finding the chase too hot, 


have come to Sofia, which provides better 
hiding places. Secondly, because the 
authorities wish to show that they are 
alert, and do not want the Communists or 
other subversive elements to think that 
they are now able to do as they like. 


LEADER'S ARREST REPORTED,

certain Ivan Christoff, the leader of the 
band responsible for the attack on the 
King, was captured yesterday, and has 
given information in regard to some of his 
accomplices, who are hiding in Sofia.

‘THE MEETING OF THE

In a leading article, The 4 imes observes :— 
“he renewed appeal for industrial peace that 
the Prime Minister made at Welbeck comes 
very opportunely. This morning the prin- 
gipal unions in the mining, engineering and 
vailway industries are to meet for the purpose 
ef discussing the-possibilities of joint action 
to improve the wages and conditions of their 
paembers. The appeal for peace has antici- 
pated the preparations for war. Its direct- 
hess and sincerity, and the fact that it calls 
on the employer, rather than the workman, 
so find a remedy for present evils will secure 
for it a hearing even among Mr. Baldwin’s 
political opponents. In the chief depressed 
industries the unions are, as he pointed out, 
already examining the situation in co-opera- 
tion with the employers. They are reluctant 
to inflict on the public the inconvenience and 
the suffering that must attend a strike. 

The coming together of the unions to-day, 
therefore, must not be taken as a threat of 
war. It is in the nature of preparation for 
war, but for war which the parties to the 
conference me pomi as anxious to avoid 
as the Prime Minister. If a reasoned opinion 
underlies the hope of higher wages a all, it 
is probably the belief that higher wages in- 
crease purchasing power of the home 
market, and so make higher prices and more 
employment possible. is theory, which is 
being urged upon organised Labour by some 
of its middle-c advisers, is attractive, but 
fallacious. It ignores the fundamental fact 
that a third of our industrial output is for 
oversea markets, and it fails to show where 
the additional wages are to come from. 

A real increase in demand is possible only 
if there is an increase in production. [n- 
flation and successful strikes can bring about 
only a redistribution in favour of certain sec- 
tions of the community, at the expense of 
other sections, of an aggregate amount that 
is reduced by the very process of redistribu- 
tion.

A SERIOUS SITUATION. 


Conditions in Shanghai continue to be very 
serious, says The Times, There were attacks 
on foreigners yesterday, resulting in injury 
in half a dozen cases.

an anti-foreign nature. In Canton, the situa- 
tion is described as grave. There seems no 
doubt that much of the trouble has been 
fomeuted by th Bolshevists. 

The Correspondent of The Times in 
Shanghai says that there were no major dis- 
turbences yesterday. There were, however, 
@ number of attacks on foreigners about 
half a dozen of whom were badly mauled, 
and also a deal of stone-throwing at tram 
cars. Meanwhile the strike is extending. The 
staffs of all the newspapers et -- out 
except that of the Vorth China Daily News, 
whic for the moment is managing to carry 
on, The staffs of the telephone, electric 
light and water services are reduced, but 
there are abyndant volunteers, many of whom 
are trained men, and the essential services 
are uninterrupted. 

The organisation of the food supply by the 
Municipal Council is well in train, and there 
appears to be no need of misgiving on this 
score. The whole foreign community is 
combining magnificently, strict martial law 
is now enforced, and at nightfall no Chinese 
are allowed in the streets, which are 
brilliantly ‘lighted but totally empty except 
for armoured cars oe patrols of volunteers. 

The mags of the Chinese are unquestionably 
out of sympathy with the students, but the 
temper of the latter is so menacing that the 
law-abiding are afraid to assert themselves. 
Evidence is accumulating that this movement 
has been long and carefully planned. We 
can defeat it, declares the Correspondent, ii 
adequately ra aí" by the home Govern- 
ments, but if there be the faintest weakening 
it will be extremely bad for foreign trade, 
and even dangerous to life in China.
